Lange outlined one approach that 
is being favorably considered by the 
committee. Proxies would be prin¬ 
ted as an official form and have 
registered numbers (under present 
procedures, the proxy can take any 
form and be made out on a scrap 
of paper). An individual wanting 
to assign his proxy to another mem¬ 
ber would request the form in per¬ 
son at the GHI office or by mail 
through submission of a signed let¬ 
ter. 

Each proxy form given out would 
be accompanied by a letter of ex¬ 
planation advising members how 
their voting rights would be af¬ 
fected by assignment of a proxy. 
For example, Lange said, members 
would be advised that by assigning 
their proxy to another member, 
not only won’t they be able to cast 
a ballot at the GHI elections, but 
they won't be able to vote on any 
matters that come up on the floor 
at the membership meeting which 
is held in conjunction with the 
election. 

The proxy forms when completed 
would be returned to the GHI office 
a specified time before the election, 
just as under current procedure.

the new approach. (1), mass soli¬ 
citation of proxy votes would be 
made more difficult since each in¬ 
dividual would have to be contacted 
twice — first, to send away for the 
proxy, and second, to complete the 
proxy (under present procedures, 
only the latter contact is necessary). 

(2) each member would be alerted 
through the instructions that ac¬ 
company the proxy form just how 
his rights would be affected by com¬ 
pletion of the proxy, and this may 
encourage some individuals to ex¬ 
ercise their voting rights themselves. 

(3) any large-scale drive to get 
proxy votes would become a mat¬ 
ter of early public record, since the 
GHI office would have a numerical 
count of the number of proxy forms 
given out. 

The committee is now in the pro¬ 
cess of putting the finishing touches 
on its recommendations, which will 
go to legal counsel for final review. 
The ad hoc committee was created 
by the membership at the annual 
meeting last May. Members of the 
committee are George Adams, Mat 
Amberg, J. Walsh Barcus, Andrew 
Feeney, Bruce Bowman and Nat 
Shinderman. 

GHI president Charles Schwan 
asked whether the new procedures 
would require a by-laws change. It 
seemed to him that they were not 
so far-reaching as to preclude the 
nominations and elections commit¬ 
tee from adopting them under pre¬ 
sent by-laws. Lange replied that 
this was an item for the legal coun¬ 
sel. He said that the committee’s 
preference-seemed to. he for a by¬ 
law change. 

Needs a Plumber 

A lively discussion regarding the 
plight of a GHI member bui.ding 
his own addition in 56 Crescent 
court took up the latter part of 
the meeting. The member had pur¬ 
chased his own heating equipment, 
but had difficulty finding a licensed 
plumber who would install the e- 
quipment. According to the mem¬ 
ber, plumbers are reluctant to in¬ 
stall any equipment other than what 
they furnish themselves. 

His efforts to use a non-licensed 
plumber were forestalled by GHI 
requirements that heating equip¬ 
ment be installed under the direc¬ 
tion of a licensed plumber. GHI 
manager Roy Breashears explained 
that since the installation of addi¬ 
tional heating equipment can affect 
the heating system for the entire 
court and since, in the end, GHI 
is called upon to make any amends 
for deficiencies in the installed 
equipment, it wants to be sure that 
the work is done in a competent 
fashion. 

The member recognized this ob¬ 
ligation, but complained that GHI 
had not given him adequate notice 
that he would need a licensed plum¬ 
ber . The matter was settled amica¬ 
bly for the moment by GHI making 
available to the member a list of 
plumbers who, it thought, would in¬ 
stall the equipment.

A continuing rate of growth now 
approximating 800 new residents per 
week and expanded County services 
to meet the increased demands are 
outlined in the third annual “Report 
to the People” being distributed 
in Prince Georges County this week. 
The report is available in all County 
buildings, libraries, police stations 
and other locations. In presenting 
the report to the Board of County 
Commissioners, Community Rela¬ 
tions Director Del Malkie declared, 
“we have tried again this year 
to summarize not only the budget 
allocations to the various depart¬ 
ments but to list also the basic 
responsibilities of these County de¬ 
partments and their major accom¬ 
plishments during the past year.” 

The 52-page illustrated booklet 
contains a complete breakdown of 
the County budget, including federal 
and state aid to the various depart¬ 
ments, as well as to the allocation 
of all tax funds. Again, this year, 
thousands of the reports will be 
utilized in County school classes 
on civics and local government. 

In addition to the departmental 
reports, the publication includes a 
history of the County, a listing of 
major facilities located in Prince 
Georges and a directory of the offi¬ 
cials and phone numbers of the 28 
municipalities in the County.
